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Rails Set Another Record 

The railroads of. the United States have Issued a 
factual statement on the Industry's experience last 
year, And the most striking phase of it, from the 
public's standpoint, La the tangible physical progress 
made in bettering railroad service. - 

A new record was set in operating efficiency 
—which means that the amount of transportation 
service performed' each hour by the average freight 
train hit a new high. 'The main reason for that is 
found in the rails' huge post-war Improvement pro- 
gram. . • ' 

Last year the Industry spent more than $1,200,- 
000,000 on new equipment and facilities, making 
1953 the sixth consecutive year in which its capital 
investment topped, the billion-dollar mark. A high- 
light was the Installation -of more than 2,000 new 
locomotive units and 80,080 freight cars* during the 
year. 

As for the future, the railroads are pledged to 
continue their Improvement program at the highest 
level which traffic, revenues and earnings will jus- 
tify. Expenditures of about $800,000,000 for 1954 im- 
provements are already programmed, and it is possi- 
ble that, again, a billion or more will be spent. 
Naturally, the level of traffic will be a dominant 
factor In this. 

In any event, no one need worry about the pro- 
gressive spirit of the railroads. It never burned 
brighter.

Shopping in France 

A great many of us, for lack of experience else- 
where, don't adequately realize how lucky we are 
to live in a country whose economic system is based 
on free competition, and in which the man who does 
the best job for his customers is the man who suc- 
ceeds. 

The Saturday Evening Post recently printed an 
article by Ernest O. Jlauser, entitled "The French 
Are in .a Jam," which all Americans could read with 
profit. Mr. Hauser dealt tn some detail with France's 
economic, social and political problems and up- 
heavals. Among other things, he pointed out ^that 
the business philosophy is of the consumer' be 
damned order, and that monopolies and secret en- 
tentes "keep prices up where competition would 
bring them down with a bang." He used French 
retailing as an example, writing, "In France, the 
customer is always wrong. No supermarkets, no 
ordering by phone, no delivery service, no bargain 
basement, no bargains. No ads telling you what 
■would be a good buy today. Installment buying is 
scarcely known. . . . There are few chain stores — a 
special tax keeps them from flourishing. Nine out 
of every ten shops, are papa-and-mamma affairs 
charging whaever price the traffic will bear. .... 
Small wonder that the housewife, faced with un- 



attractive displays, unhygenlc handling, steep prices 
and little choice, only has to riffle- through the ad- 
vertising pages' of on American magazine, to wish 
herself 3000 mllea away."

Incentive to Take Risks 

The discovery of oil in the Wllliston Basin, In 
North Dakota and adjacent area, has been given a 
great amount of national attention. The Basin may 
represent one of the greatest oil strikes of alt time. 
As yet, no one knows or can know just, how much 
oil Is there,, and many more wildcat wells will have 
to be drilled before the answer is provided. 

To drill those wells, and to provide alt the facili- 
ties and services that go along with them, will cost 
great sums of money. And the money in this case 
Is what is known as risk capital. In other words, 
the people who put up understand that, if the god- 
dess of luck turns her face away, they will suffer 
heavy losses. And they will- take the chance," no* 
turally, only if they sec a possibility of earning a 
good profit If success follows. 

There is, a highly Important' factor here that few 
of us think about. t That is the 27& per cent, deple- 
tion allowance which ts permitted oil companies In 
their conduct of development and exploration work. 
The allowance — which Congress after Congress has 
approved — applies against taxes;, And the' reason 
for it is simply that the oil business involves' un- 
avoidable financial hazards of an unusual nature. 
Most wildcat wells turn out dry and useless. The 
life of a well is uncertain. The depletion allow- 
ance, therefore, is designed to offer a reasonable 
and essential reward for taking risks. 

What would happen if. the allowance were re- 
pealed? The answer is unequivocal.' Discovery and 
development of new fields would slow. And our oil 
reserves would start to drop from their present 
record level. *
